BULLION REPORT 


MESSRS. MONTAGU AND CO’S

Sir’ Frederick. W. Lewis, Bart., in 

moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, said:— . 
-, The direetors’ report and statcment 
of accounts, the consideration of which 
is the: principal business before us 
to-day, have heen in your hands for a 
period exceeding the requisite 
days, and I suggest that the formality 
of reading them be ¢ispensed with. 
If this is your pleasure, I propose to 
follow my customary wrocedure. and to 
give you a brief resume of the ac- 
counts before passing to a genera! 
survey of the company's business and 
activities during the past year. - 

Our capital account remains un- 
changed at. five and a half milion 
pounds, divided into «ne and a half 
million five per cet. Preference 
shares and four million Ordinary 
shares. . The general reserve account 
also remains at £2,000,000. Sundry 
creditors, credit balances and bills pay- 
able amount toe £2,308,688, compared 
with £2,717,313 a year ago. This item, 
as shown on the balance-sheet, includes 
provision for taxation and also for the 
dividend on the Preference shares 
which was paid on May 1; and also 
for the final dividend en the Ordinary 
shares which we are proposing to you 
to-day. There are also- included 
amounts due to subsidiary companies, 
as well, of course, as the various credi-

tors of our branch offices all over the / 


world. This. item of £2,308,688. covers 
the only active liabilities as shown by 
the balance-shect, the remaining item 
on this side being the profit and loss 
account; which I will refer to later.. 


The Assets 


Turning now to the assets, we have 
tollowed the practice whieh we adopt- 
ed two or three years’ ago of sepurat- 
ing the assets into various sections, so 
that it may be seen to what extent our 
assets are employed in the chipping 
business, and in other sections of in- 
dustry. Shipping property, which in- 
cludes investments in associated ship- 
ping companies, ete.,. amounts to 
45,148,877 1s. 10d. This amount is 
stated after writing off.‘ depreciation, 
and compares with £4.916,158 a year 
ago. British Government securities 
and general investments; also less -de- 


| preciation, and compares with /4,916,- 


158 a year ago. British Government 
seeurities and general investments, also 
less depreciation, stand at £3,244,168 
18s, 4d. compared with £2,361,264 last 
year. Freeholds, dock and wharf pro- 
perty, ete. less depreciation, shcw a 
slight inercase; sundry debtors, a de- 
crease of about £300,006; and the final 
item, bank balances, Treasury bills, and 
bills of exchange on hand amounss to 
£633,520, compared with £835,148 a 
year ago. . 7 

‘The balance-sheet is stated so clearly, 
and isso clean and concise, that it 
really gives very little, scope for ela- 
boration. There are no dead items 
among. the asset items, and deprccia- 
tion has been amply provided. In ad- 
dition, the balance-sheet is sufficiently 
liquid, consistent with the ‘nature of 
our business, apart altogether from the 
fact that there is no charge in the 
nature of Debentures, or Loans,- upon 
any part of our property, 
It may be of interest for me to state 
that investments in subsidiary and as- 
sociated companies stand in our books 
at. much below their actual vahie. 
There are, however, as I have mention- 
ed on previous occasions, one or two 
guarantees in’ existence in connection 
with our subsidiary companies, but in 
each case the guarantee is ampiy cover- 
ed by the assets of the company con- 
cerned, and has only been given in order 
to secure advantageous terms of fin- 
ance. These guarantees, with one 
small exception, are-in respect of new 
tonnage which has-been" constructed for 
our various companies; hone of them 
causes us the slightest anxiety, and 
from our point of view they are more 
or less nominal liabilities. 


Increased Profits . 

T now come to the profit and loss ac- 
count. I am faced with the paradox 
that we are primarily a shipping com- 
pany, and we are in the pleasing posi- 
tion of being able to present to you 2 
prefit and Toss account showing an. in- 


‘| creased profit, and yet ii remains a fact 


that the shipping industry has had a 
very difficult year, and the profits de- 
rived direct from the trading of our 
vessels show a reduction, notwithstand-

ing that we had more vessels under our 
ownership than -in the previous year. 
At any rate‘for the moment we are 
more concerned with the:fact chat our 
profits amount to £653,592, an increase 
of £25,642. As we brought into ac- 
count from the previous year, a sum 
of £241,564 we are able to recommend 
that in uddition to the usual dividend 
on the Preference shares. and a con- 
tinuation of. 10 per cent. on the Ordin-. 
ary shares, an increased ‘sum’ of 


“| £250,009 be placed to depreciation, 


leaving £264,957 to be carried forward, 
or £23,393 more was brought into the 
account from 1928. 7 

As I have complete confideace that 
shareholders will confirm our reeom- 
taendation that the amount ta be re- 
tained for depreciation . be increased 
from £200,000 to £250,000, I do not 
hesitate to say that this additional allo- 
cation is not really necessary, but in 
view of the eontinued depression of the 
shipping trade we think it is desirable, 
and we are, therefore. utilising © the 
amount to write a substantial sum off 
the cost. of the new motorships which 
have recently heen delivered to us, ag 
well as allocating such sum as we 
think desirable towards writing down 


the rest of the vessels and other assets. | 


I think this deals with all the items 
in the accounts,-but I will be glad to 
give any further information that may 
be desired at the close of my remarks. 

T have referred to the difficult year 
which the shipping industry has again 
experienced, and I am afraid we nave 
all become so accustomed ‘to the state- 
ment of this fact that it ceases to carry 
as much weight as it should. lt is 
not my custom to say- that conditions 
are diffieult simply from force of habit, 
and then seek for the means ty justify 
the statement. On the other hand, it 
is folly to adopt the contrary ostrich 
like attitude. I am very conscious of 
the fact that oné may be so. close to 
realities that the distant view may be 
obscured, but at least we have practi- 
eal experience of cument conditions, 
and before ‘referring to some of the 
problems with which we have te con- 
tend, and before passing to @ review 
of the other sections of our business— 
many of. which EF am glad to say are 
most encouraging—I just want to say 
that I am thankful for three things:— 
(i) for the careful and cénservative 
financial policy we have always: follow- 
ed in the past—(hear, hear); 
that our business is so spread that we 
have a considerable number of sources 
of revenue and (8) that we are en- 
gaged in various trades whieh in some 
respects are. not subject: to the fuc- 
tuating conditions which govern the 
general freight markets of the world. 
These three things are the dominating 
factors in the satisfactory results 
which we have the pleasure of submit- 
ting to you to-day. 

Whilst there have been no outstand- 
ing developments in our business dur- 
ing the past twelve months, it has been 
a year of steady progress and natural 
expansion. ‘For instance, the Red 
Cross Line of steamers, operating he- 
tween New York, Newfoundland, and 
Halifax, N.S. was acquired by one of 
our associated companies. Apart from 
the earnings of the stcamers, various 
of our offiees abroad will benefit from 
the agency arrangements, which ean 
be undertaken with very little addition 
to our overhead expenses. The trans- 
fer of the Red Cross Line was effected 
too late in the year to be in any way 
reflected in the accounts before us, but 
we feel sure it will be a beneficial acqui- 
sition to our organisation as 4 whole. 

No new shipbuilding contracts of any 
importance have been placed during the 
year, but we still have six vessels under 
construction, which will come into com- 
mission, for various associated com- 
panies, within the next few months, two 
in, fact within fhe next few days. As 
I mentioned last year, we have spent 
over seven million pounds sterling 
upon new tonnage within the pest three 
or four years. 


-Pacific Coast Trade 

The Pacific Coast trade to the United 
Kingdom and Continent, for which we 
have specially built a fleet of nine nigh- 
class motorships, with © refrigerated 
space for the carriage of fruit, has 
shown disappointing results owing 
to the large amount of tonnage which 
has been drafted into that trade.” The 
trade itself has expanded, and last year 
the cost enjoyed an abundant fruit 
crop, but the competition is such that 
whereas a few years ago the regular 
lines, which. I might deseribe as the 
original lines, numbered about _ five, 
there are now no fewer than fifteen 
lines seeking to share in the. devclop- 
ment which has taken place and for 
which the established lines have always 

en willing to provide the requisite 
tonnage. The trade i3 made to look at- 
tractive to newcomers by reason of the 
magnificent cargoes which are ivnded 
on the coast, but it is not easily realised 
that to steam up and down the cvast 
discharging and loading cargees often 
involves entering as many as ‘ten or a 
dozen ports, and steaming about 
twenty-five hundred: miles. The ex-

Associated Companies’ Success 

The British Maritime _ Trust and 
Economic Insurance Company have 
both had successful years, the formér 
because of .the rather remarkable 
financial activity which characterised 
1928, and the latter in spite of some- 
what difficult conditions, both in the 
marine and non-marine section of tneir 
business. In each case dividends. and 
allocations io reserves were maintained, 
and the position of the companies gen- 
erally was further strengthened. 

I should not conclude my sumniary 
of the activities of our associated com- 
panies without making reference to the 
motorship “Bermuda. In consequence 
of it having been her first full year's 
trading she carried a record number 
of passengers between New York and 
Bermuda, and her popularity has been 


in every way enhanced. Unfortunate- i 
ly, as was inevitably the case, the Fort 


St. George had to be withdrawn: except 
for occasional voyages during holiday 
periods, but since the acquisition of 


the Red Cross Line we hope it wiil be|' 


practicable to employ the Fort St, 


George in that trade during the sam-|: 


mer months, and on the other hand the 
Red Cross liners “Nerissa” and “Silvia” 
can he taken care of in the West Indian 
trade during the winter and sunimer 
months. respectively, which srrarge- 
ments. emphasise the indirect advan- 
tages of the acquisition of the Red 
Cross Line. - a . 

Finally, the Houtder group of com- 
panies, including the various fleets of 
refrigerated ships in which we are-in- 
terested, have continued the even tenor 
of their way, and our thanks are due 
toe ry. colleagues, Mr. Frank Houlder 
and Mr. W. C. Warwick, for their 
supervision of this very extensive and 
important section of your Company’s 
business. 


Excess of Tonnage j 

I referred earlier in my remarks to 
the past year as having. been a difficult 
one, and in attempting to examine the 
fundamental causes of the continued 
depression of freight markets, one 
meets with various contributing cir- 
cumstancés, but.in the final analysis we 
invariably return to the obvious, viz., 
the existence of a greater volurue of 
tonnage than is necessary for the 
world’s requirements, The trade of the 
world has not yet caught up witt the 
excess of tonnage which was construct- 
ed during the later war years and sub- 
sequently, and any attempt to judge 
exactly what the excess of tonnoye at 
present amounts to is made exceeding 
ly difficult by reason of the fact that on 
the one hand the statistics of laid-up 
tonnage (which in any case are incom: 


plete, but which show that as at April! 
1 last there waa laid up in British 
ports alone over half-a-millien dead- 
weight tons of shisping) do not show 
much of-sach tonnage is unlikely ever 
to be effectively employed again, and, 
on the other ‘hand, there ‘are: two fac- 
tors which make any clear conclusion 
most difficult, first, that the volume of 
tonnage available to-day has, owmeg to 
greater speed, a considerably greater 
carrying. power than 2 correspondin; 
volumé in, say, 1913, and secondly, that 
even the tonnage employed is, in many 
cases, running with a considerable 
amount of unoccupied space, which to 
all intents and purposes is equivalent 
to idle tonnage. 

I regret that we ourselves have ex- 
perienced many instances during the 
past year when, on routes which cus- 
tomarily provided _ full cargoes, voy- 


ages have been made with unoccupied | - 


space, and statistics recently published 
by the Liverpool Steam Ship Owners’ 
Association indicated that the aniount 
of import cargo carried per 100 tons 
net of shipping in-1928 was less than in 
any year since 1913. In fact, it was 
estimated that, taking the space avail~ 
able for exports and imports together, 
no less than 17 million tons of ship 
space was wasted. Of course, a certain 
amount of wastage is inevitable, but 
our own experience justifies the belief 
that the wastage was greater’ last 
year than usual... We have only to 
take as an example the North Atlantic 
trade, and in particular the Montreal

FREIGHTS- 


_JAPANESE “CARGOES TO 
SHANGHAI 


The Japan- Shanghai regular fisight 
service has taken’ on “an entirely new 
aspect for the first time since last year 
with the cessation of the prolonged 
boyeott. movement against Japanese 
articles in China, says the “Japan Ad- 
vertiser.” The boycott movement has 
nearly subsided with the alleviation of 
Chinese feeling against Japan by the 
recent crisis between China and Seviet 
Russia.. The demand for Japunese 
goods has revived sharply and 
this has resulted in the sud- 
den reanimation of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha’s - Shanghai run. 
Sinee last month each outgoing shiy 
has been fully laden with cargo von- 
signed to Shanghai and other China 
ports. The company even despatched 
extra boats to Shanghai: to meet the 
bustling situation during last month. 

Goods carried by N.Y.K. freighters 
for Shanghai during June and July in. 
comparison with the year before be- 
spenk for the improvement of situa- 
tion, which is as follows:— 

Cargo from Tokyo and Yokohama 
during July mostly consisted of sugar. 
foreign style paper; those from Kobe 
cotton products, sugar, paper, runny 
sacks; those from “Moji, acids and 
sugar; and those from Hokkaido edible 
seaweed and other marine products. 
Since the first of the month goods from 
all these ports have been shipped in 
large amounts for Shanghai. Goods 
shipped from these ports during July 
totalled nearly double the year before. 

Sugar exported to China has been 
increasing since two months ago. The 
Japanese suger consumption in China 
also has been increasing since twe 
months ago. The amount disposed of 
in Shanghai totalled 16,000 bates in 
January, the same amount in February 
and March, 90,000 bales in April, 
10,000 bales in May and 
150,000 bales in Jime. Still 
these are nearly half of last -year. 
Commercial negotiations for Japanese 
cotton ‘products are quickly reviving 
and consignments are forwarded 
heavil .

“TURBO-ELECTRICS” 


FOR WARD LINE'S. HAVANA 
SERVICE . . 


The £2,000,000 shipbuilding nro- 
gramme of the Atlantic Gulf and West 
Indies Steamship Lines commenc- 
ed with the laying of the keel of 
the first of two turbo-electtic liners 
ordered hy the company from the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company for operation. in the Ward 
Line service between New York and 
Havana, states New York advices. 

The keel of the second liner will be 
laid shortly and that both vessels will 
be completed in. time to enter service 
early in November of 1930. 

These two Hners will give. the 
A.G.W.1. group the two fastest electri- 


cally-driven passenger vessels afloat,. 


and two of the fastest liners in the 
United States Merchant Marine as 
they will maintain an average speed 
of 20 knots which will enable them to 
ent the Ward Line’s present running 
time Letween New York and Havana 
from seventy-two to less than sixty- 
hours. 

“In building these two splendid liners 
we are keeping faith with the United 
Stetes which recently awarded us a 

ail contract under the provisions of 

e Jones-White bill, which was de- 
signed to aid U.S. shipowners to build 
up and maintain an adequate American 
Merchant Marine,” said Mr. F. D. 
Mooney, President of the A.G.W.I. 
Lines. “We also are earrying out our 
policy of keeping pace with the growth 
cf the Havana trade by furnishing the 
finest ships possible for an all-year 
round service. 

Aiding Home Industries 

“The Jones-White bill is not only 
aiding the American shipping and 
shipbuilding industries, but many other 
industries in the United States as well, 
four every penny of the mail contract 
money paid out to us will be spent in 
this country.” Mr. Mooney continued: 
“In addition to benefiting the shipyards, 
aur hig puild-programme also will, aid 
the great steel and “lumber mills, and 
the manufacturera of. propulsion and 
other machinery, electtical equipment, 


brass, carpets, linoleums, furniture, - 


paint, linen, china and glass-ware, and 
the thousand and one other items-which 
go into the construction of a ship.” 

The new Ward liners will be built 
from the designs of Mr. Theodore E. 
Ferris, one of the foremost naval archi- 
tects in the United States, who has 
many well-known American vessels to 
his credit. He also is head of the de- 
signing committee which was appointed 
some time ago by-the United States 
Lines to draw up plans for their pro- 
posed iwo new liners to run with the 
“Leviathan.” 

The two new Ward liners will be 
twin-screw vessel of 15,830 gross tons 
each, ‘with a length of 508 feet and a 
moulded beam of 70.9 feet. As laid 
down, each will have a bulbous bow, 
semi-eruiser stern, two funnels, and 
two masts, There will be seven decks, 
four of which will be given over to pas- 
senger and crew space, while those re- 
maining will be used for cargo. There 
will be aecammodation for 468 passen- 
gers, 378 first-class, and 90 tourist 
class. First-class will consist: of suites 
and roomy cabins, practically ail of 
which will be outside staterooms, with 
baths or showers. : 

Special. Features 

Public rooms of first-class passen- 
gers will consist of a children’s play 
room, in ‘addition to a gymnasium: on 


the sun deck, while -the main ‘lounge | 


and a ballrogn of generous proportions 
will be located on the-promenade deck 
amidship. This deck also will contain 
a_smoking room and a verandah cafe. 
The main first-cabin and tourist ‘cabir 
dining rooms will: be located on thé 
shelter deck. The spacious promenade 
deck will extend entirely around the 
ship.

PRESS FACILITIES 

In a Colony dependent for the 
most part on the newspapers for 
news of local events it is of prime 
importance that the utmost facili- 
ties should be accorded the Press 
by those in authority with the 
greatest possible celerity. Like- 
it essential that there 
should be nothing approaching 
discrimination either as between 
the various newspapers or as be- 
tween these newspapers and news 
agencies. This is not an impos- 
standard to maintain. 
Newspaper readers have a right 
to demand that it be maintained. 
Newspapers themselves have no 
less a right to demand even pre- 
ferential treatment over news 


agencies who do not make a prac- 


tice of disseminating news locally 
but cable.it to places outside the 
Colony. ,It~ may happen, of 
course, that . news agencies, by 


dint. of _ enterprisé or ‘by . pure |: 


chance, obtain’. ‘certain.’ news 
quicker than ‘the newspapers: in) 


‘such cases they. are due all: the 


credit ‘that they: usually ‘take ‘to’

plain - ‘about is when it appears 


obvious that, certain ~ facilities |- 


that such a report was ready and 
that there were a majority re- 
port and a minority report. In- 
quiries at the Colonial Secretariat 
since resulted in a ‘blank so far as 
the newspapers here are concern- 
ed. All that has been gleaned— 
and that not from official sources 
—is that the report in question 
is to be placed on the “table at 
the meeting of the Legislative 
Council on Thursday next. 

One of two things appears 
quite obvious—either that official 
news with regard to a subject of 
vital import to the whole Colony 
leaked ont prematurely, or that 
someone in authority went 
out of his way to grant 
facilities for publication out- 
side the Colony that were 
withheld from the local 
newspapers. If the latte he the 
correct surmise, then the “China 
Mail” must protest most vigor- 
ously. In times of crisis such as 
the War and the very recent 
water famine, the authorities in- 
variably found the local Press “a 
very present help in time of trou- 
ble,” aye ready and willing to 
publish propaganda of service to 
the Government and the whole 
community. It matters not that 
the Press made the most Hercu- 
lean efforts to accommodate 
the Government in every respect, 
nor does it matter whether the 
Press subsequently received 
formal, though ‘doubtless. quite 
sincere, appreciations of the ser- 
vices so rendered.

Suspension of Cruisers 

Firs: as regards Great Britain: the 
suspension of two cruisers is in itself 
noteworthy. The vessels were to have 
belonged to the’ mighty 10,000 tons 
“County” class.. They would have cost 
about $2,000,000 each. But there is 
more in the same strain. The contracts 
for two submarines and one. submarine 
depot ship are. alsd.to. be cancelled. 
Not the least reassuring feature of the 
Prime Minister’s announcement is 
that the Admiralty are loyally co-oper- 
ating in rendering this policy possible 
with a minimum ‘of dislocation. 

America’s offering on the altar of 
the Peace Pact consists of three erui- 
serd, the plans for which were in 
course of preparation. Pending the 
naval disarmament conversations, these 
keels will not be laid @own. 

The Right Atmosphere 

The justification for this reciprocal 
gesture will depend uprn the results of 
Mr. MacDonald's ‘visit, to the U.S.A, 
which will probably take place in Octo- 
ber. Certainly it can be said now that 
both Britain and America are doing 
their very best to create the right at- 
mosphere. 

The whole world is watching the 
course of events anxiously but hope- 
fully.

“We were uhso able to close the 
Control Office on the 17th of this 
month. There are, however, a ‘few 
minor items outstanding which are 

- being attended to from Mr, Rouse’s 
ofice in the Publie Works Depart- 
ment. A total of 65,364 tons or 

14,647,776 gallons was the amount, 
handled by the Contro] Office. 

Valuable Experience 

“A great deal of experience was 
gained through the - services of 
H.Mvs tug ‘Cherub’ and the mov. 

-"Fa Kwang’ as to suitable sources of 
supply. We found Lhat it was pos- 
sible to draw. water direct from the 

West River within 60 miles of this 
Calony and that ships of about 
6,000 tons deadweight coukl be em- 
ployed. Arrangements ‘were de- 
finitely in train fer working this 
source in connection with the Tytam 
scheme but, fortunately, rain fell 
on July 11 and with the continued 
improvement, we were able to relax 
and to eventually abandon this 
acheme. The total sum expended by 
the Control Office amounted to 
$182,147.85, this covering tank con- 
struction, cost of water, trans- 
portation charges which include 
lighter hire and bulkheads,. Sam- 
cheng and Tai-shui-hang supplies, 
"Fu Kwang’ hire and disbursements 
and-also cost of temporary moor- 
ings. Several credits are due in 
connection with the above but these 
cannot be delermined until decisions 
have been made regarding  dis- 
mantling of tanks and pipe-lines. 

7 Detailed Report 

“Bi-weekly meetings were held in 
Mr. E. W. Carpenter's office at the 
Public Works Department, these 
being attended by’ Mesars. E. W. 
Carpenter, Government Water 
Emergency Officer (Chairman); 
A. iB. Purves, Water Authority; 
S. T. Williamson, Controller of 
Imported Water; and: H. S. Rouse, 
Secretary. 

“I consider these meetings were 
most important as the.water posi- 
tion was discussed in detail and this 
was the mzans of enabling the Con- 
trol Office to forecast and determine 
when it was’ necessary to launch 
out on the scheme which would 
have meant.so much expenditure 
when definite commitments were 
made.

I 
am looking to the future in view of 
the ‘possibility af repetition of the 
position that obtained from October 
1928 to July 1929. 

Kowloon Statistics 

“The figures in Kowloon are stiil 
mare alarming, ‘the total storage 
amounting on August 26, to 461.45 
million «gallons, the inerease only 
amounting to 9.06 million gallons 
during the week. 

“The Chinese population alone is 
estimated to be 264. ,000,-and the 
consumption for the week was 26.91 
million gallons, or 14.5 gallons per 
head per day. This figure presum- 
ably includes all trade purposes 
which will be considerable on this 
side of the harbour where there are 
shipyards, godowns, ete. 

“The amount in storage is appro- 
ximately 17 weeks’ supply on the 
last week’s consumption, but prob- 
ably a quantity of water is being 
utilised from Shing Mun River.

dor. Many old-time Olympie a 
national champions were present, | 
including Maxie Long, Archie 
Hahn, Ray Ewry, Matt MeGrath, 
Abel Kiviat, Paul Pilgrim and John 
M. Gates. “Dr. Howard J. Savage 
of the Carnegic Foundation and E. 
W. Hall of the Boys’ Club Federa- 
tion were other spectators. 

They saw twelve keenly contest- 
ed events in which four meet. re- 
cords were broken and one was 
tied. Three of the new records 

“were made by Americans, and the 
mark that was tied was the result 
of an American’s prowess alse. In 

each case the new record supplants 
a mark made by a British star in 
an earlier meet. The new records | 
were established by Lb. Y. D. Hedges ; 
Jr, Princeton. in the running high 
jump; John E, Gore, Princeton, in 
the mile run; Orson C. Beaman, 
Cornell, in the two-mile run, and 
Thomas Ilampson, Oxford, in the: 
half-mile run. Hedges also. equal- | 
ed the 120-yard high hurdles mark 
and was the individual star of the 
meet, , . 

_ Only Double Winner 

Although suffering from an in- 
jurad heel, Hedyes took part in four 
events and won two of them. He 
was second and third in his other} 
efforts and was the only athlete to! 
compete in more than two events 
and he was the only double win- ; 
ner. His two victories gave Prince-» 
ton the honour of scoring five vic- | 
tories, against four for Cornell. 
Athletes from Cambridge account- ' 
ed for two of the British first 
places, and Hampson’s — record- 
breaking run in the half-mile was‘ 
the only Oxford victory. 

Jeets Stern Competition 

Hedges began his great showing ! 
in the first event on the programme. 
This was the 120-yard high hurdles | 
and there was general applause fol- 
lowing the announcement that the 
young Princetonian had ~ equalled: 

“the meet record of 0:15 6-10. 
Hedges had stern competition be- 
fore winning, but he was in the 
lead from start to finish. At the 
gun he was off with more speed 
than the Britons, and in the first 
twenty yards had a lead of a yard.
